note about an earthworm. 
Africa 


has already produced the largest 
earthworm 
CMicrochaeta 
rappi) 


known to science, with the p^sibla 
exception of Megascolides an'oulia 
from Australia, but tijese aro giants 
of a perfectly harnifess kind. The 
worm to which we now refer is said 
by Mr. Alvan Millson, assistant colo- 
nial secretary at Lagos, on the west 
coast of Africa, to inspire dread 
among the natives of that coast. Its 
appearance is against it; the worm is 
not only large—3 or 4 feet—but it is 
either of a rich, raw-beefy color or of 
a lowering black, the .difference of 
color being a mark of a difference of 
species. 


On.one occasion a number of na- 


tives were collected together, when 
one of these giants strolled casually 
into the camp. The result appears 
to have been a rapid flight on the 
part of the natives. The reason for 
the awe inspiring character of the 
worra fe its reputed habit of suck- 
ing blood. 
It does not seem prob- 


able that the most recent results 
of zoological research are known in 
tropical Africa, but it is a curf 'fas co- 
incidence that this research has tend- 
ed to show that the line of separation 
between-the leeches and earthworms 
is by no means so wide as it was at 
one time thought to be. This. b% 
earthworm of west Africa inhabits a 
locality that is remarkable. It does 
not, as do most earthworms, burrow 
constantly in the ground, throwing 
up castings, but lives in deserted hills 
of termites.—Natural Science.

A Curiotw I*roco8H Which Han Mot With 


Some SuiicesH In France. 


A very novel method of making sug- 


ar has been patented in France bv M. 
Pellegrini. Sugar is chemically a com- 
poniid of carton, oxygen and hydrogen 
in stich proportions that if oarbonio 
acid, water and certain kinds of illumi- 
nating pas could 'bo persuaded to unite 
in the proper quantities tho composition, 
of sugar would bo exactly imitated. 
Hitherto no cue has been able to moke 
engar by mixing water with two kinds 
of gas, but M. Pellegrini claims to have 
Bucceedoxl 
The apparatus he uses con- 


sists of a large block of pumice sfcoiin, 
cleansed ky soaking first In sulphuric 
acid arid then in wiitor, which is set iu 
an iron box plated with iiickol inside. 
The leug-th of the box is three times 
that of the pumice stone block, which 
is tightly fitted iu tho middle, and pipe! 
are arranged to convey tho ingredients 
to tho empty ends of tho box, as requir- 
ed. Two of them enter from the sides 
and serve to bring carbonic acid and 
hydrocarbou gas, while another pipe 
from above branches so as to reach both 
empty portions ,of tho box and conveys 
steam. All the pipes are fitted with 
valve and pressure gauges. 


Anothur pipe at the bottom of the 


box serves as an outlet 
At first this 


pipe is closed, as is also tho steam pipa 
from aboro, and carbonic acid is forced 
iuto one end of the box, while ethylene 
gas is forced into tho other under equal 
pressure iiud in equal volumes, 
A few 


miiratos later tho stoom valve above is 
opened and the steam forced in under 
the stuno pressure. As the gases unite 
the pressure falls, so that tho supply of 
each-must bo kept constant. At tho and 
of half an hour the supply of gas is shut 
off, tho outlet pipe if opened, and one of 
the chambers is fouad to be filled with 
airup containing 2u per cent of sugar. 


Tho sirup is drawn off for refining, 


and as soon as the apparatus is cool it 
is ready for H fresh charge. The othy- 
leno gns can be obtained by roasting 
rosin or grease, but M. Pellegrini's pat- 
ent covers other hydrocarbons, such as 
petroleum products The explanation is 
that the three gases are condensed in 
the pores of the pumice stone and thexa. 
unite.— American Architect.

vast atmospheric ocean will have be-, 
come navigable. There are several 
aerotechnical societies abroad, and 
the war departments of several Eu- 
ropean powers are eager to encour- 
age any line of research in this direc- 
tion. 


It will undoubtedly be as aids to 


warfare that aerial vessels will. first 
be used, and as such will so render un- 
necessary this sad and barbaric 
means o£ settling' international diffi- 
culties so frightful in its conse- 
quences as to ultimately eliminate it 
entirely. Tho vast possibilities of 
aerial. warfare cannot be overeati- 
mated. These flying ships of de- 
struction could totally devastate 
whole cities by dropping dynamite 
bombs into their very center, and 
when worfiire means such wholesale 
slaughter or annihilation it wilt, soon 
cease.

navigation, except indirectly, may 
not develop until a far later date.—

Spirit Auaclatlon azld Endorsed by 


The notices recently received by 


liquor dealers throughoui/ the State 
regarding the proper labeling of 
liquors, has caused a great difference 
In opinion as to what was to be done 
so that the law would he conformed 
with. The Ohio Spirit and Wine 
Association has 6<;nt out the follow-: 
ing,synopsis of the law which .has 
been endorsed by food commissioner 
M'oNeal, as filling the requirements. 


For the benefit of Lima dealers, 


the contents of the circular are here 
appended: 


BLACKBJBIIUY BBANDY AND cou- 


DIATS.—Blackberry ca.n not be sold 
in the State of Ohio under the name 
of "Blackberry Wine," because it is 
not the fermented jaice of black- 
berries. It 
can not be sold as 


"Blackberry Brandy," because it is 
not 
distilled 
from 
blackberries. 


"Blackberry Cordial" can not be sold 
in the State of Ohio unless It is made 
entirely from blackberries. 


No cordials of any kind can be sold 


If they contain any salicylic acid or 
other antiseptic, and glucose must 
not be used in the manufacture of 
them. 


Every article must be sold for ex- 


actly what it Is. For Instance: Gin 
must not be sold for "Holland" gin, 
unless it is manufactured in Holland, 
and "Cognac" or "French" brandy 
must not be sold unless it is manu- 
factured in France, and "Jamaica" or 
"Santa Cruz" rum must not be sold 
under the name unless it is im- 
ported. 


The sale of brandy is prohibited, 


unless it is distilled from grapes or 
grape juice, and when manufactured 
re this country it must not be sold as 
foreign brandy; and apple and peach 
brandy must not be sold unless dis- 
tilled from the fruit. 


WINES.—The laws of Ohio on the 


subject of wines are very clear and 
very strict. Pure wine must be tbe 
fermented .juice of the grape and 
nothing else, and only such wines can 
be sold and branded or labled as 
"Pure Wine." 


When, however, processes of clari- 


fication have been used, or white or 
crystalized sugar have been added, 
then the laws of Ohio say that such 
wines must be sold, branded and 
labeled as "Wine," and the word 
"Pure" must not be used. 


All sweet catawba, siuerry or port 


wines, imported or native, and all 
wines sweetened or fortified must be 
sold as "Compounded Wine," and 
must be so branded and labeled. 


.Every bottle of wine held in stock 


must be labeled according to all the 
above instructions, and the letters 
used for labels on bottles must not be 
less than one-quarter of an inch high. 


All cases, kegs, barrels, casks and 


so forth, containing wines must be 
marked on both ends as "Wine" or 
"Compounded Wine," us the case may 
be, in black letters not less than one 
Incli high, and all that is here said as 
to labeling Dattles holds good as to 
jugs, flasks or any other receptacle in 
which It is sold or delivered. 


All wines which are not manufac- 


tured of grape juice are considered 
adulterated. 


All wines, whether pure grape 


juice or not, if found to contain sali- 
cylic acid of any other antiseptic for- 
bidden by law, or artificially charged 
witb carbonic acid gas, are considered 
adulterated, and the manufacture and 
sale of all such wines is absolutely 
prohibited. 


LIQUORS.—Every jug1, bottle, ilask, 


keg, barrel or other receptacle con- 
taining intoxicating liquors, imported 
or domestic (wines exeepted), and any 
vessel or receptacle in which intoxi- 
cating liquor is sold or delivered, 
must be labeled or branded v?ith the 
words "Containing no poisonous drugs 
or other added poison," together with 
the name ot the person or firm pre- 
paring the package. 


When a dealer sells a keg, jug, 


bottle or any other package which Is 
already labeled or branded by the per- 
son or firm which has produced the 
same, then the dealer need not put 
on his own label or brand or name; 
but when the dealer tills any keg, 
jug, bottle, flask or any other recep- 
tacle from another package, then he 
must put the label or brand with bis 
own name on such keg, jug, bottle, 
flask, or any other receptacle in which 
he sells or delivers the goods.

afterward absolute unconsciousness. 
Sickness, disease and injuries to the 
frame, which often precede and lead 
to death, are unquestionably painful, 
but the act of dying; is unaccompanied 
by pain.

Have yon ever passed aplace where a 


person waa making coffee and inhaled a 
wandering breeze of the delialom, in 
upiring fragrance? Every onp iof coffee 
that is drunk should smell and ...taste 
just like that fragrant odor, which was 
the veritable soul of the berry seeking 
to escape from its transmutation into 
liquid. Unless you oau arrest that slip- 
pery sylph of opulent fragrsnce'or pre- 
vent tlie entire escape from your coffee- 
pot bcfoi-o serving yon arc no expert, 
but a bungler. 


The amount of badly made coffeo that 


Is inflicted on the public is simply enor- 
mous. One connoisseur.says that,there 
•re not 20 places in New York, outside 
of private houses, where a first rate onp 
of coffee can be counted on. Another 
man about town says this ia a groa ex- 
aggeration, declaring that no man It 
sure of a fine oup of coffeo in more than 
half a dozen places in this city. Coffee, 
to be fit for civilized drinking, should 
be made, he asserts, on the principle of 
"little and of ton." Size in art is of all 
«lzoe, and bulk in coffee making runs 
the risk of a dreadful discount in tha 
appreciation of the learned. 


The best kind of coffeepot ia one 


that has a filter. They can be had of 
many sizes and shapes, all the way from 
simplicity to 011 extreme of elegance. 
To secure a good infusion quickly tha 
ground coffee should be placed in the 
cylinder on top of the coffeepot tha 
strainer should be pressed down oui top 
of tbe coffee, and the boiling water 
should be poured over so that the infu- 
sion runs slowly. 
While it filters tho 


pot ought to stand in a vessel containing 
very hot water, eo that tlie infusion 
may keep a high degree of heat: without 
«llowing it to boil. Boiling ia the spoil- 
ing of coffee*. 


If you are making coffee for a good 


many, take IJjJ pounds of Java, 1J£ of 
Maracaibo, a pound of Mocha and 7 
gallons of wate;. The Mocha, which is 
meant for the aroma or bouquet, should 
have been but slightly roasted; the Mar- 
acaibo, which is for color, should be 
well roasted, and the Java, which ia for 
body and effect, should be roasted just 
between the two. 


Cafe a la Torque is made in a pecul 


iar way and only appreciated by pecul- 
iar people. Tho recipe for its compo- 
sition ia this: Take Java and Mooha in 
equal proportions; grind 
and paw 


through a very fine sieve. Pot ordinary 
black coffee, aa many cups as needed, in 
a ooffeettot, and for each onp add a tea- 
spoonful of the sifted coffee and a Lump 
of sugar, Boil this for two minutes; 
then take it off and pour in a little cold 
water to settle it. After it has stood a 
few minutes serve it with powdered 
sugar. 


Iced coffee, in New York style, in 


merely cafe noir that has been cooled in ] 
a china freezer by placing ice around it, 
slightly stilted. For what is called 
mixed coffou a pint of milk, a gill of 
cream, a gill of sirup and a quart of 
black coffoo subjected to the same cool- 
ing process and served when jnst this 
side of freezing is considered a proper 
caper by all who are not real coffee 
connoisseurs. 


Brandy coffeo is prepared by some In 


tho same way—a Rill of brandy and 6 
ounces of sugar to the quart of coffee 
taking the place of the other ingre- 
dients. But brandy coffee to most per- 
sons means a cup of cafe noir, over 
which a spoonful of brandy, poured on 
a lump of sugar, has been burntL Jnst 
as the blue fringed golden flame ia ex- 
piring the spoon should slip into the 
coffee, and after one deft stir the con- 
tents of the cup should glide down the 
gladdened throat. 


A sherbet of coffee is quite fashion- 


able now and quite delicious if properly 
made. To a quart of coffee add a quart 
of double cream and 12 ounces oil sugar, 
•nd if yon wish to bo very ohio add a 
few drops of vanilla essence. Then put 
this in a freezer with salted ice sur- 
rounding, keep the sides free as fast n> 
the ice begins to cling, and when it hiw 
reached congelation serve in glasses. 


Another fashion of coffee drinking, 


whioh was first introduced into this 
country by the Mexicans at tide New 
Orleans exposition 10 years ago, and 
whioh is held in high esteem by some 
bon vivants, ia to make coffee in the 
French way without boiling arid then 
mix it with die very richest chocolate, 
half and half, or one to two, or two M 
one, the second proportion being per- 
haps the most frequent. 
This i.3 to be 


served with whipped cream topped with 
a little sugar dust. The Mexicans used 
to use the Soconosco chocolate, which is 
made with a cinnamon addition and i« 
rich beyond description. 


In spite of tho injunction about gild- 


ing refined gold or painting ilia lily, 
restless humanity has attempted to im- 
prove on coffeo in worsa ways than by 
marrying it to chocolate. For instance, 
take cafe an Kitsch, which is made by 
shaking up black coffee, oraokedice and 
Kirseh wassnr in proportions to suit th« 
taste. By devotees of tho benign Ara- 
bian, berry this ia considered a profana- 
tion and eschewed accordingly, liut for 
physical and mental depression, if one 
ia not a habitual coffee drinkar, It ia a 
pick me up of rare potency. 


Coffee ia not a food, but a stimulant 


and an antidote against some kinds ol 
poisoning. Its excessive nse prodnoes a 
trembling of the handa and a disoasa of 
the optio nerves. To keep one awaka 
and to help oiie endure fatigue or expo- 
sure to rough v. eathir there is probably 
no equal to coffeo, except possibly the 
oacuo plant of the Peruvians. 
Coffee 


and tobacco—whioh we owe to the 
Arab and the Indian—-ure the heavenly 
twins in the eyes of every true bohe- 
mian.
